Group I, claims 1-4, drawn to ordnance comprising explosives in a bag inside an 
ordnance cavity. 

Group II, claims 5-8, drawn to a method of filling an explosive cavity in ordnance. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical 
feature of the method invention (Group II) comprising the step of inserting the bag into 
the ordnance cavity before filling the bag with explosive is not necessarily shared by the 
ordnance of the article invention (Group I). The Ordnance of Group I could be made by 
a method that is patentably distinct from that of Group II, specifically a method that 
includes the step of pre-packaging the explosive in a bag, followed by the step of 
inserting the packaged explosive into the ordnance cavity. To search and examine 
claims drawn to both Groups I and II would require different fields of searching, such 
additional searching adjudged to be excessively burdensome on the examiner given the 
time constraints inherent in the examination process. 



3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
